;season this week Upland anglers are 
busy whipping the nearby canyon 
jstreams and mountain lakes in 
search of their favorite fish. Manhy 
good. catches are already reported, 
and more will be, for fishing 1s said 
to be fine this year.

SERVICE MEN ANXtoOuUS 
FOR HOMES HERE 


That ~Upland and Ontario have 
within their grasp a wonderful op- 
portunity to secure many new sgub- 
stantial and highly desirable citizens 
and at the same time do something 
truly worth while for the men who 
served in the late war and suffered 
thereby, was brought forcibly home 
to the members of the Ontario-Up- 
land ,Realty board at a luncheon at 
the Hotpoint club in- Ontario Tues- 
day afternoon when they listened to 
an inspiring talk by Elmer L. Sher- 
rill, supervisor of the western di- 
vision of the federal board for vo- 
cational training. 

Many of the more than 100 former 
service men now attending the Chaf- 
fey college of agriculture have ex- 
pressed their desire to remain per- 
manently in the Chaffey community 
and make this their home, and to aid 
them a plan has been outlined where- 
by it is hoped to arrange so that 
small tracts of land—from one to 
five acres—which the men can lease 
for periods of two years with the 
privilege of buying at reasonable fig- 
ures at the end of that time. To as- 
sist the men in this the government 
has agreed to continue its payment 
of $100 a month to single and $135 
a month to married men. With their 
expenses thus taken care of it is be- 
lieved that most of the men will be 
in a position to make substantial 
payments on the purchase price of 
their land by the time the lease ex- 
pires. 

The chief requirements are that 
the land be reasonably priced ‘and 
that the initial payments be small. 
A local committee of bankers and 
others conversant with land values 
will pass on all tracts submitted be- 
fore a contract of purchase is en-

A very enjoyable and instructive 
trip was taken by Mr. Fiske’s geol- 
ogy class last Tuesday. Early that 
morning a group of 12 students as- 
sembled on* the campus and were 
soon on their way to Los Angeles. 

The first point of interest which 
the class observed was the Annan- 
dale cut near the club of that name. 
The road has been cut through the 
side of a hill and the banks show 
excelient examples of anticlines and 
inclines. One part of the bank con- 
tained very good strata of sand- 
stone and shale. The immense mass 
of rock known as Eagle rock. was 
the next place visited. The class 
went to the top to examine it; no- 
ticing that it was practically one 
mass of conglomerate. The rock 
contained several holes which have 
been caused by the wind. On Sun 
set boulevard in Holiywood the class 
noticed several large concretions of 
disintegrated sandstone projecting 
from a bank. Some were as large 
as three feet in diameter. The visit 
to the museum in Exposition park 
and LaBrea ranch, both in Los An- 
geles, were the principal places 
which the class wished to visit. 
LaBrea ranch is very rich in oil, and 
is especially famous for the exca- 
vation of bones of prehistoric ani- 
mals. Many animal skeletons have 
been dug out of this region and 
placed in the Los Angeles museum 

These bones and skeletons were of 
particular interest to the geology 
class, since it ‘has been studying the 
animal life of the early periods. To 
complete the trip the class journeyed 
to the Ambassador hotel to spend 
the remaining part of the afternoon 
and evening. Besides the members 
of the class and its instructor, Mr. 
Alfred and Rev. R. C. Stone also 
enjoyed the trip and all are look- 
ing forward to the next one, which 
is expected to be to Dead Man's 
island, about the middle of May.

At prosemt tiltre are about 260 
laying hens and about 200 baby 
chicks, with another 500 eggs in 
the incubator, which will be chicks, 
however, long about next Thursday. 
Of the 238 men in the class, 18 are 
federal board men, two regular col- 
lege men and one a high echool stu- 
dent. The equipment to date num- 
bers three 500-egg Pioneer electric 
incubators, one 200-egg Jukilee elec:

Construction of buildings at the 


United States Public Health Service 
hospital at Arrowhead was suspended 


yesterday, following orders from 


D.C, 
The action in holding up work 
though it is 
not known how soon building will be 
continued. 


A dispatch from the national cap- 
ital asked that work be suspended 
and ordered an estimate of the cost 
of completing buildings according to 
the present plans. This was 
graphed to Washington last night. 

It was understood at the time con- 
struction was started that the 
buildings, to house the psychotherapy 
department and a laundry, would cost 
in the neighborhood of $30,000. They 
were to be built under the direction 
of M. T. Hooper, building superin- 
tendent, in charge of the many im- 
provements in progress at Arrow- 
head since the hospital was taken 
over by the government. 

The reason for the order was not 
contained in the dispatch from Wash- 
ington, but according to Dr. R. L. 
Allen, medical superintendent at the 
hospital, it is probably due to ne- 
gotiations of the government to pur- 
chase the Arrowhead hotel, making 
it a permanent institution.

With a total of 38 permits issued, 
representing an expenditure of $53,- 
775, the month of April broke all 
building records for the year to date 
in Ontario, both as to number and 
amount, and boosted the total for the 
first third of 1921 to $150,458. Of the 
38 permits issued, 16 were for new 
dwellings. This means that a little 
better than one new home was start- 
ed in Ontario every second day dur- 
jing the month, which is an excep- 
tionally high average, speaking well 
for the growth ‘of the city. None of 
the 38 permits called for an expendi- 
ture exceeding four figures, April 
permits called for an expenditure 
more*than double that of March and 
the total considerably exceeds that 
of any previous month this year.
